THE DUNDEE DISASTER. 



This terrible catastrophe, particulars 
of which will bo found in our tele- 
graphic columns, must have causetl a^ 
sharp pang of sorrow to many a Scotish 
and English homccirclo in the midst of 
the season's merrymaking. The storm 
that destroyed the bridge was very 
violent. The wind blew a hurricane, 
but the night was brilliantly lighted 
by the moon. Yet the engineer failed 
to seo to fatal gap until he was on and 
into it. when the train with its living 
freight plung^down into the frith of 
Tay, a hoble'^estuary two miles in 
width and very deep at this point. Tho 
bridge, which has proved bo treacher- 
ous, wa.s completed in 1878 and opened 
to traffic in May of that year. 
It was the longest bridge in tho world, 
having a length of upwards of two miles 
(that at Montreal being not quite two 
miles long) and at the highest point 
was 1 30 feet above high water. Nearly 
half-a-mile of the structure, which has 
often been referral to as a nmrviel of 
engineeringskilljWas carried awny by tho 
wind. As the water is very decji it is 
probable that very few bodies — the 
number of the lost being estimated at 
from 90 to 300— will bo recovered. 



EASTERN TRADE. 



Dispatclies received .by the Cliester 
thro\Y light upon the causes Avhich led 
to the sending of the energetic protest 
and ultimatum by the British GJovern- 
ment to the Porte. It appears that a^ 
priest was sentenced to death for hav- 
ing translated the Bible into the Turk- 
ish tongue which contained passages 
contrary to Islamism. A Christian 
missionary was arrested about the same 
time and despoiled of pamphlets and 
bibles. Sir Austin La yard pressed a 
demand for the restitution of the mission- 
ary's papers. He announced that if 
his detnarids were not complied with ho 
would aok Lord Salisbury for instruc- 
tions :and would suspend diplomatic 
communications with the Porte. Two 
notes, presented by Minister Layard, 
renminmg unanswered, he again re- 
newed his request, but still received 
novansvjief:. He sent a communication 
to the 'Porte, giving them three days 
in which to restore the missionary's 
papers, release the priest, dismiss the 
chief of police of Angora, who ordered 
the an-est of the priest, and of the 
military commandant of Van who, as 
well as the chief of police of Angcra, 
had used insulting language. Tho lat- 
ter have replied stating that the mis- 
sionary is not a British but a German 
subject, and tho report that the priest 
has been condemned to death is untrue, 
as he has only had a preliminary exam- 
ination. The Porto have also assured 
Minister Layard that the priest will 
be treated leniently. It is believed the 
matter will riot lead to any serious con- 
sequences in view of the conciliatory 
disposition manifested by. tb« Porte.

A Now York dispatch of tho lit! 
ult. states that the total imports at 
New York during Novemb*r.treaehed 
nearly $51,500,000, the lai^esf 'eVor 
landed in one month, and $27,700,000 
larger than the total for the preceding 
November. The .specie receipts readied 
nearly $20,000,000. The exports for 
November show a gain of more than 
§1,000,000 over the preceding Novem- 
ber. Shipments are restricted by ram- 
pant speculation and consequent high 
prices. Th« exports for the past eleven 
months reacli .S336,500,000.. Tiiis car- 
ries the total for the last eleven months 
a little above the figures for last year, 
so that this is likely to be the banner 
year of this decade.:

Whether it was the boned turkey, 
or the chicken salad, or the salmon, or 
the rum punch of New Year's Eve that 
flew to its head is as yet une:jplained ;

— A St. Peters- 
burg correspondent, in confirmation of 
a more hopeful view of internal afiairs, 
mentions that the newspaper consoi*- 
ship has remitted four of tho fivemonths 
for which the Golos was suspended. 

The Fanfalla says in reference to the 
report of the assault made by a crowd 
on Tuesday last on tho gen d'arms who 
accompanied King Humbert on his 
hunting expedition, that there were 
only fourjii^persons concerned in the 
afl'air, probably poachers, who'fled after 
discharging their guns.

At 
Paris it is tliawing after 32 l.^days of 
frost, during which time tfie tfiermo- 
meter recorded S' below zero, tlie cold- 
est weather on record there, 

Tlie St Petersburg correspondent of 
the Daily News says that he knows the 
first step towards npproachment be- 
tween England and Russia had been 
taken in an unusual and significant 
manner. He also says it is known that 
the gi'catest satisfaction will he' exper- 
ienced in the highest official quarters 
here if the arrangement can be eflfect- 
cd. 

Queenstown, Doc. 21. — A deputa- 
tion composed of tenant farmers, lead- 
ing citizens and Town Commissionqrs 
of Queenstown bade Parnell God speed 
to-day on his embarkation for Ameri- 
ca. A large crowd assembled to wit- 
ness his departure, and a band played 
a number of Irish airs at the parting. 

London, Dec. 20. — Sir Staflbrd 
Northcoto, Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, delivered an address to-day at a 
great Conservative demonstration at 
Leeds. He made a detailed reply to 
the recent speeches of members of the 
Liberal party, and complained that 
Gladstone's comjiari.son of the expen- 
ditures of tho Liberal and Conserjta- 
tive Governments \vas fallacious, as he 
made no allowance for the extraordin- 
ary war expenditure made neces.sary by 
Eastern comjdications. The Chancellor 
asserted that tiic policy of tlie Govern- 
ment in Afghanistan was one of de- 
fence, nofc«of annexation. They still ad- 
hered in the triain to the policy set forth 
in the Treaty of Gundamuk, but wish- 
'ed Afghanistan to receive a govern- 
ment suitable to its population, so that 
the country might form a barrier be- 
tween India and the Power that might 
encroach upon it. He assured his au- 
ditors that the Government were con- 
cealing nothing relative to the situation 
in Afghanistan. The Government, he 
said, would take measures to alleviate 
the distress in Ireland without pauper- 
izing tiio population; but while careful 
of the material jirosperity of Ireland, it 
would, above all, insist upon tho main- 
tenance of law and order, and would 
never coquette with any demands for 
liome rule, which responsible statesmen 
of all parties know to bo impossible. 

Stejjs for procuring a writ of error 
in tho case of tho Arthur Tichborne 
claimant, were taken by Lord Eivers 
ancl.Quildiford; Onslow, under the ad- 
vice of Dj'. Kenealy, who applied for a 
similar writ in 1874; but it was then 
refused. It is stated the case will bo 
taken to the House of Lords for final 
decision, and that Dr. Kenealy will 
exercise his right, as a member of the 
Irish Bar, to appear for .Ortpn before 
that tribunal. 

— A Paris corres 
pendent believes that the formation of 
the now cabinet settles absolutely 
nothing, but merely postpones a 
great national crisis for a short 
■ time. The change in the ministry of 
France has produced a decidedly unfa- 
vorable,impr«ssion in Germany, owing 
mainly to the retirement of Wadding- 
ton from the Cabinet and of Count De 
St. Vallier from the ambassadorship at 
Berlin.

ISpcolol Dispatch to tho Orejonlaii.J 

London, Dec. 28. — Tho Viceroy of 
India under date of tlio 27th an- 
nounces that telegrams from Gen. 
Roberts report the defeat aud disper- 
siottv of , the ,v enemy in;;, and-, around 
CaFul on the 23rd ihstJ liefofe ' tho ar- 
rival of Oen. Gough. A dispatch 
from Gen. Roberts dated the 23d inst., 
confirms tlie above and gives details as 
follow.s : 

Desultory attacks were kept up all 
day .yesterday. During the day infor- 
mation was received that a general at- 
tack would bo made at daybreak to- 
day. A large number of the enemy 
were seen occupying distant villages 
and approaching nearer as it became 
dark. At C o'clock this morning a 
fire was lighted on Asrai heights, (we 
had been apprised that this would bo 
the enemy's signal for attack), and im- 
mediately afterwal'ds the attaclc" was 
commenced on tliree sides. We were 
already prepared for it on tho south 
and west. The enemy did not show 
much determination ; but on the north- 
east corner of Behmarvo heights some 
thousands. coliected and evidently con- 
templated an assault." Gehr Hugh 
Gough, ably assisted by Gol. J cnkins, 
commanded liere. As soon as the 
enemy's intention was fully developed 
I determined on a counter attack -with 
the cavalry and artillery. Tlieao issued 
by a gorge between Behmarvo heights, 
opened fire oil the enemy's flank and 
speedily di.slodged them. Tiie cavalry 
pursued and sabred numbers of the 
enemy who retired from all points and 
hastily retreated to the city. We have 
now occupied some advanced villages, 
pkrCicularly those of the Butkak road. 
Gfeh. Charles Cough's camp is visible 
six miles to the east . 

A dispatch from Gcii Egberts dated 
Gabul Dec. 2i, is as follows : 

Our success yesterday was complete, 
The enemy's loss wa.s severe. Our 
los."jos were five killed, including Capt. 
Duudas and Lieut IS'ugent, of the en- 
gineers, by a premature explosion 
when blowing up the towers of a neigh- 
boring village, and twenty-three Wound- 
ed, the majority of whom are doing 
well. Those of the enemy living in 
Cabul went strait to their iiouses after 
tho defeat. The Koliistans and Logaric 
remained in Cabul a few hours, but 
all fled during tho night but the ene- 
my's leader, Mushki Aim (a priest). 
Mahomed Jan fled early in tho day. 
Another prominent leader is reported 
to have fled with Yakoob Khan's 
eldest son towards Wardak. The cav- 
alry have gone in pursuit. The Bala 
Hissar and the city will be taken pos- 
session of this afternoon. The former 
will be occupie3 if it' appears cei-tain 
that there is no danger from hidden 
mines of powder. Yakoob Khan's 
wife, mother and daughter of the late 
Akbar .Khan, who are reported to con- 
.teniplate flight, and who have done 
all in their.power to incite the Ghanzia, 
will b8 brom[h(, to Shirpnr to-day. I 



have telegraphed Gen. Bright to push 
the northward detachments from Jag- 
buluk to Lehbaba and Letadaud. I 
send a force to occupy Butkak to mor- 
row. Communications Witli Icuia 
will thus be restored. Gen. Charles 
Gough 's brigade arrived this morning. 
A light snow fell last night. All well. 

Akbar Khan, referred to by Gen. 
Roberts, 'was tho principal opponent 
of the British in 1841, and his 
daughter is reported to have distribut- 
ed £20,000 among tho Afghans to in- 
cite them to the present rising. 
total uritisii loss. 

Calcutta, Dec. 29. — Gen. Roberts 
telegraphs under date of 26th as follows: 
"Butkar has been re-occupied. Force 
will start for Kohistan to morrow to 
punish those who participated in the 
recent movement there. Gen. Roberts' 
total loss to date is 77 killed and 220 
■ft-ounded." 

FEiVllFUL E.XPLOSION. 

London, Dec. 29.— Further telegrams 
from Gen. Roberts dated the 26th 
says a heavy snow fell on tha 25th and 
prevented tho pursuit of the enemy. 
The country about Cabul and line of 
communication arc now clear. Bala 
Hissar. magazine has been emptied 
There Vore" severil explosions in Bala 
Hissar during its occupation by the 
insurgents, and one explosion it is 
stated killed a hundred persons. The 
telegraph line was for a good part 
destroyed, but it is being rapidly re

LoNDOK, Deccember 29 — 10 a.m. — 
The manager of the North British liail- 
way,r; telegraphing from Leuchars at 
four this morning, says : Several large 
girders along with the last train from 
Eklinburg wero precipitated , into tho 
river last night. There were nearly 
300 passengers besides the company's 
servants, all of whom are believed to 
have perished. A dispatch from Edin- 
burg dated. four.-this morning, says tlie 
portion of the bridge which fell con- 
sisted of several large superincumbent 
girders at tho central and navigable 
portion of tho river Tay, which averages 
from 40 to .45 feet in. depth. The 
train would --^l: abou^.» 88 feet before 
reaching the water. Some time elapsed 
before the naiure of the disaster was 
ascertained. The damage to the wires 
on the bridge and the bad weather in- 
terfered with tho transmission of the 
news and it is unknown whether the 
girders wero 'blown down before the 
train entered the bridge or were car- 
ried away with it, and it probably iiev- 
er will be ascertained, as there arc no 
survivors. 

The train left Edinburg at 4. 1 5 in 
the afternoon. It consisted of four 
third-class, one first-class and one sec- 
ond-class and brakesman's van. At 
the last station before entering the 
bridge tickets were taken and the train 
was then crowded. v:.^:-;'. .r.ii 

Vast quantities of wreclag^such as 
doors and roofs of carriages, pieces of 
bridge and articles of wearing apparel, 
are coming ashore. The entire thirteen 
girders of the long central spans of tho 
bridge are gone. Tho night was one 
of bright moonlight,,but ...the wind was 
blowing a hurricane/' 

NO suRVivons. 

1 P.M. — Tho provcst of Dundee, and 
a party of citizens who accompanied 
him to tho scene of the disaster, have 
returned. Search was made about the 
bridge in small boats, but no trace of 
any survivors could he found. The 
gap in the bridge was about half a mile 
long, comprising eleven of the largest 
spans, each 215 feet in length, and ono 
span 145 feet in length, 

THE SCENE OF TIIE DI.S.ISTER. 

New York, Dec. 28. — A special 
from Dundee says the appaling catas- 
trophe of last evening has thrown the 
city into a state of frantic excitement, 
aud tho neighborhood of the fatal 
bridge is thronged with horror-stricken 
visitors. Not a soul escaped who was 
on the ill-fated train. The gallantry 
of James rEoberts, locomotive superin- 
tendent of the North British Railway 
of Dundee,:and Stationmaster Smith, 
oil venturing on -the bridge, is highly 
commended, in spite of the fury of tlie 
gale, which . rendered the attempt 
doubly perilous. After '^i.tremendous 
exertions, their hands lacerated by 
clinging to the rails for dear life, they 
reaoh'eid the " edge of the fatal gap. 
Here they discovered that thirteen 
girders, each 245 feet wide and woigli- 
ing 250 tons, all forming a kind of tun- 
nel in the middle of the bridge, had 
been washe<l away. Nothing remained 
but the baro,-,irpno,pier8. ..About one- 
third of the whblb'stnicture had van- 
ished. Thirteen brick work stumps 
were to bo seen in the midst of the 
waves. It is positively assorted that 
315 people are lost. 

London, Dea 29. — ^The gtandard ,in 
an editpritd;iithiBi^orn^ that 
when tte^firsfc'feeUng '^^ which 
hangs over the country shall have sub- 
sided, a searching investigation into the 
cause of the accident will be demanded 
by the people, and nothing short of a 
complete answer will bo accepted. The 
gale to which the bridge succumbed 
was not exceptionally violent, tho train 
of cars having apparently nothing to 
do'inlli tJie accident wbicli had o«- 



cured before the cars reiiched the bro- 
ken portion. Our national reputation 
is at stake, and the investigation must 
be searching indeed.

London, Dec. 28—4.30 p.m.— A dis- 
patch from Dundee asserts that the 
number of lives lost by the Tay bridge 
disaster does ; not exc^^90^f;The 
bodies of six of the victims ' have been 
recovered. 

not so BAD. 

6 P..M. — The railway authorities now 
estimate tho total number of lives lost 
at 75. A telegram from Dundee 
states that only 56 passenger tickets 
were taken up the last stopping i^la^e, 
but these do not account for the num- 
ber of young children requiring 
no tickets, nor for tho number of 
railway employees, nor for passengers 
for Broughty Ferry, whose tickets wore 
not taken up. However, if this state- 
ment is correct it is evident tho loss of 
life has been greatly .overestimated. 

EYE WITNESSES TO THE DISASTEn. 

New York, Dec. 29.— A London 
special to the Telegram says tho tidings 
of the disaster were first convoyed by 
a gentleman who had left his house 
with a friend while the southwest gale 
was blowing with all its fury. They 
began discussing whether on such a 
night tho Edinljurg train would ven- 
ture across the bridge. Tlioy then 
went to th(3 block telegraph signal hox, 
situated at the north end of the bridge, 
where they found a number of men 
also anxiously awaiting information on 
the subject. Some of them asserted 
that thoy had seen the lights of the 
train in question enter on the bridge 
anil cross tho lower spans into the high 
girders. Then they saw a .ludden 
shower of fire which with the lights of 
tho train seemed to descend with great 
velocity into the riverj then perfect 
darknessfoUowed, Jlinutes and minutes 
passed, but no signs of the train were 
seen, and the people asked themselves, 
"were those really tho lights of the 
Edinburg train which they had seen so 
suddenlyjiv q^uenched^^^ The horror- 
stricken beholders made vehement ap- 
peals to the signal man to ascertain the 
truth. He replied that all ho knew of 
the matter was that the train had been 
signaled to liim from tho south end of 
tho bridge at 7:09 o'clock. Discover- 
ing no indications' of the approaching 
train, the alarmed signal inan endeav- 
ored to telegraph to the south end of 
the bridge, but communication had 
ceased. 

TO «e investkjatkd. 
London, Dec. 29. — The government 
has sent two inspectors to ascertain the 
particulars of the Tay bridge disaster, 
and has also directed a formal inquiry 
into the occurrence. Divers have thus 
far been unable to discover the wreck- 
ed train. They will make another 
eflbrt to day. The place where the 
train sank is full of quicksands, and if 
bodies of the drowned are not recover- 
ed within a few days they will become 
imbedded with tho cars beyond recov- 
ery. 

the queen's syjIPATHY. 

The Queen has telegraphed to the 
provost of Dundee tendering sympathy 
for the bereaved. 

Only one body so far has been recov- 
ered and that in a badly mutilated con- 
dition. 

TOTAL LOSS. 

Various accounts agree in placing 
the total loss of life at 90. 

THE LATE.ST. 

London, Doc. 30 — A diver has discov- 
tho first-class carriage of tho train, but as 
there wero no first-class passengers no 
bodies were found in it. The newspapers 
demand an enquirj'. Three more bodies 
and all the mails have been Avaahcd 
ashore. The falling girders made a very 
clean break from tho portion standing, al- 
most the only signs of tho smash are the 
ends of tho rails on which tho trains ran, 
which are torn asunder. The rails remain- 
ing are wrenched out of theit choirs for a 
few yards, .

Be it therbfoue enacted ]^y|^lie.]V^'or; 
and Coancil of the Corporation of' tiie'.Gity 
of Victoria, as follo-vvs:— 

1. Tho Election of a j\rayor and Coun- | 
cillora for tho City of 'Victoria, for the 
year 1880, shall take place on tho second 
Monday in tho niontli of January, 1830, 
ivnd such election sliall commence at 12. 
o'clock, noon. ' ' ;..^.iV.^°Jt)j;?<v c 

2. Tho nomination of Caiididafcs* tor 
tho respective offices of Mayor and Coun- 
cilloi-s for tho said City shall take place at 
tlio now City Hall, Doiiyl.-ia street. 

0. Tho Returning Ollicor of Y'atcs Street 
Ward sli.ill, on the second Jlonday in 
January, 1880, at noon, nominate such 
peraons. as shall bo put in nomination, in 
that behalf by some duly qlialified voter 
as candidates for tho said oflices, jis tlio 
case may bo. A slio«- of hands shall then 
take place, and the said Returning Ohieer 
shall tlioroupon declaro which of the can- 
didates for the said oflices lias or have 
been elected, by tho show of hantla. 

4i' In;i5as'o'^a:poll bo duly donmndcd at 
the election of a Mayor, tho vote of tho 
electors .shall bo taken on tlie following 
day, attlio nev,- City Hall, Douglas street, 
in tlio said City of Victoria, and tlie said 
poll shall bo open at 10 o'clock a. .m. and 
close at 4 o'clock v. m. 

5. In case a poll shall bo duly demaitd-, 
cd at the election of Coithcillora forfjapy,' 
^Vard in the said City of Victoria, tho 
vote of the electors entitled to vote in such 
Wardsliall bo taken on tlio day followin.g 
tlio nomination at tliu following places, 
that is to say: In .Tohn.soii Street Ward, 
at the now City Hall, Douglas street, in 
the said City; in Yates Street Ward, at 
the Police Barrack's,' JJast ion street, in the 
said City; in' James Bay \Vard, at the old 
Council Clianibors, Government street, in

7. Tho ballot of each voter shall con- 
sist o!.- a jiaper [in this Bj'-law called a bal- 
lot paper j showing tlie names and oocupa- 
ti(jns of tlio candidates for the olllco of 
Councillor. In Yates Street Ward, in 
addition to .such ballot paper, there sliall 
bo an additional ballot paper showing the 
names and descriptions of tho candidates 
for tho office of Mayor; each ballot paper 
shall liavo a number printed on tho back 
and shall have attached a counterfoil with 
the same number printed on the face. At 
the timo of voting the ballot: paper shall 
bo marked on both sides -with an ofHcial 
mark and delivei-cd to tho voter within 
the polling station, and tho mnnber of 
such voter on tlio Register or Li.st of Mu- 
nicipal Voters shall bu marlced on tho 

"counterfoil, and the voter, having .secretly 
marked his vote on the paper and folded 
it up so as to conceal his vote, .oliall place 
it in a. closed box in the presence of tlie 
Officer. presiding at . the polling station 
after haying shown to liini tlie ofKcial mark 
on tho back. 

8. .\ny ballot paper wliich lias not on 
the back the ofiicial mark, or on which 
votes are given to more candidates .tlian 
tho voter is entitled jto (.voto iop./orj^on 
which anytliing excopt;:the.-^rd 'number 
on tho back is -(vritton or- marked- bj' 
which the vote can bo identified, shall be 
void and not counted. 

9. After tho closo of the poll, tho ballot 
bo.xes shall be closed up so as to pi-evont 
tho insertion of additional ballot papers 
and shall, bo taken. charge of by the Re- 
turning Oillcer for TTates Street Ward and 
that oliicor shall, in the presence of sucli 
of tho candidates as may bo in attendance 
or their agents, .and of tlie Returning 
Oflicer, open tho ballot boxes at tlie new- 
Council Chambers, Douglas street, in tho 
said City, and ascertain tho result of tlio
